that the Goodfellows had to follow in i 
the wake of every public campaign 
in town: The Boy Scouts, the Red 
Cross, and the Christmas Seal Fund. 
He didn't mention the County Fail- 
Fund and several others held dur- 
ing the summer—but out of his own 
experience he suggested the possibbil- 
ity of lumping all solicitations in one 
Community Chest drive. 


E. F. McFaddin countered with the 


statement that he understood Com- 
munity Chest organizations prosper 
only in cities of 50,000 or more—that 
smaller cities have a uniformly "sad 
experience" with 
the 
Community 


Chest. 


Out of my own' experience I would 


vote with Mr. McFaddin. His dead- 
line of 50,000 population may be too 
high, but the cold facts arc that 


city should 
attempt to start a 


Community Chest unless the sum to- 
tal of all its charity collections is 
enough to warrant maintaining a paid 
manilgcl, Pul on thot 
all of us will agree that establish- 
ing a Community Chest in Hope is a 
debatable issue. 


I lived in El Dorado at the time 


that oil city, substituted for its many 
public campaigns a single Community 
drive. 
s much 
than Mr. McFaddin's required 50,000 
population, having about 16,000. But 
El Dorado's oil industry gives it a 
bctter-than-averagc per capita income, 
and the city therefore has an unusual- 
ly high total for charitable donations. 
But remembering the struggle Chair- 
man John E. Shatford and his city- 
wide committees had each year wi'th 
the Community Chest—and they made 
it successful—I couldn't honestly re- 
commend that we try it in an agri- 
cultural city half El Dorado's size. 


However, it is a debatable question. 


The advantage of a Community Chest 
is that it lumps all solicitations in a 
single drive. The disadvantage is that 
Community Chest solicitors find some 
people are willing to give to one of 
the consolidated causes, but unwilling 
to give to another, and therefore at- 
tempt to cut down on their total 
gift. 


In the absence of a Community Chest 


Chest our city is faced witli the task 
of "staggering" its campaigns so that 
they don't come in the same season 
of the year. I would suggest an in- 
formal 
organization comprising tho 


heads of the various charitable groups, 
they to pick a single budget com- 
mittee to make tho rounds of bus- 
iness houses and individuals early 
each year and get individual pledges 
signed up for individual charities. This 
would present a united front for char- 
ity, yet would avoid conflict in can- 
vassing, and, by keeping the various 
funds separated just as today, would 
eliminate the need of a central of- 
fice and paid manager such as the 
Community Chest plan 
demands.

ATHENS — (/P)— Greek forces have 


repulsed an especially strong counter- 
attack by Italian troops on two sec- 
tors of the Albanian front, reports 
from the front said Monday. 


North of Chimara, where the Greeks 


are aiming at the key coastal base 
of Valona, the Greeks were report- 
ed to have scored "several local gains" 
after beating off "strong desperate 
counter attacks launched with new- 
ly-arrived forces. 


In tho region north of Klisura the 


Italians suffered "heavy losses." 


The Greeks were reported heavily 


shelling the Italians' "east-stand line" 
in the Tepeleni-Klisura sector, com- 
manding the roads north to the ports 
of Vaonn and Durazzo. 


A government spokesman said, "The 


Greeks have again attacked 
forti- 


fied positions which the Italians held 
and defended stubbornly" and final- 
ly hurled the Fascists back. 


"We have been able to push our 


lines forward appreciably," he declar- 
ed in a review of operations.

London Bombed Heavily 


LONDON —(/P>— The smashed and 


blackened ruins of many buildings 
littered London's ancient "City," heart 
of the capital, Monday after 
Nazi 


bombs had rained down during the 
night in the fiercest bombing of the 
war. 


Scarcely a street was unmarked by 


damage. 


Scores of landmarks were damag- 


ed or destroyed, among them being 
the Guild Hall and the Church of St. 
Lawrence Jewry in the Guild Hall 
which Sir Christopher Wren built and 
where Dick Wbittington worshipped. 


At that, it was Royal Air Force 


fighters who were credited with sav- 
ing London from worse destruction. 
When German raiders first appeared 
anti-aircraft fire met them but they 
ceased when RAF planes rose and 
scattered 
the Nazi 
formations. 


While firemen and police battled the 


flames with dynamite and tons of wa- 
ter the RAF patrolled the sky and 
gave them a chance to work unmoest- 
ed. 


Broad areas of London were hit but 


(lie raid centered on the "City." 


The government described the as- 


sault as a "deliberate attempt" to burn 
out Britain's "hub of empire." 


By dawn all the fires were under 


•ontrol.

Speech Takes U. S. to 'State 
Just Short of War,' Declares 
Gayda, Official Italian Editor 


President Roosevelt Calls for 
Emergency—Speed Production of 


'Munitions, and Asserts Strikes in 


Defense Factories Will Not Be Tolerated

President Roosevelt's address on world hostilities was 


greeted Monday by outspoken satisfaction in London, 
studied silence in Berlin, and a charge from Rome that 
he is "a man of undeclared war fought against the Axis." ... 


British official circles hailed the speech as "further 


proof of the courage and realism" of the United States' at 
titude toward the European conflict, and "one of the most 
powerful and logical indictments ever spoken against ag- 
gression." 


, 
Virginia Gayda, authoritative Fascist editor, warned 


in delivering the Italian reply that "the tolerance" of the 
Rome-Berlin Axis is limited." Writing in his newspaper 
Gayda said, however, the president's speech in itself : 


produced nothing new," and that it only confirmed the 


passage of the U. S. first from neutrality to non-bellig- 
erence, and from that to a state "short of 
war." 


The official German reaction was Adolf Hitler's own 


personal secret and until he chooses to break his silence 
not even officials usually well-informed can predict Ger- 
many's attitude,. Nazi spokesmen indicated. 


Afternoon newspapers in Berlin carried a brief sum- 


mary of the speech omitting Roosevelt's prediction that 
the Axis would lose the war. 


Unofficial Jap sources in Tokyo said they considered 


the president's words as a commitment to further assist- 
ance to China. 


Some French official sources in Vichy described the 


address as "sensational." 


Roosevelt "Pleased" 


WASHINGTON—(/P)—President Roosevelt was de- 


scribed Monday as "tremendously pleased" by the re- 
action to his defense address in which he told the nation 
that it faced an emergency comparable only to war and 
that it must be "the great arsenal of democracy." 


Stephen Early, presidential secretary, reported that 


the president was gratified that leaders of both parties 
had praised the speech because he had called for a nation- 
al effort and he realized that it could be "attained quicker 
and more effectively by national unity." 


The speech brought a greater response than any 


other Mr. Roosevelt has ever made. Secretary Early said. 


Messages ran about 100 to 1 in favor of the views 


expressed in it, Early declared. 


As a possible followup to the address, which advo- 


cated even more aid to Britain, Mr. 
Roosevelt had a 


luncheon engagement Monday with Arthur Purvis, chair- 
man of the British purchasing mission, and Secretary 
Morgenthau. 


He also scheduled meetings with Allen Kirk, naval 


attache at London, and Sumner Wells, undersecretary of 
state. 


Asked whether the president was likely to be more 


specific in future addresses than the one Monday night 
Early said he "did not think Mr. Roosevelt would go into a 
statistical review."

"There will be no "bottlenecks' 'in

Contradiction on Controls 


On the other hand there is a grow- 


ng uneasiness about the rising move- 
ment to invoke dictatorial powers in 
Washmton in the interest of the max- 
imum production for war. 


The argument is made in high plac- 


es that it is difficult to get large 
producers 
to shut down on their 


regular 
peacetime schedules 
when 


there is a growing demand for their 
product—even though that demand 
arises as an indirect result of defense 
spending. 


It is essential, according to this 


argument, that the government have 
the power to say to a manufacturer 
that his tools or equipment or plant 
—or perhaps his materials—are es- 
sential to defense and that therefore 
he must shift his production to de- 
fense purposes. 


Manufacturers, of course, are oppos- 


ed to this..They will probably make 
profits out of the war business, but 
they fear two things: First, they fear 
the disruption of their regular bus- 
iness Second, they are afraid of the 
establishment of dictatorial controls 
that may never 'be wholly withdraw* 


Thus there is the pull of two con- 


tradictory forces—the tendency to re- 
lax certain types of controls in the 
interest o! production and to intensi- 
fy others for the some reason. Gen- 
erally the altitude of business op- 
poses the central government wartime 
controls unless war is declared. 


Labor Costs B/g Factor 


Against this is the hope of employers 


that labor will come in for .some dis- 
ciplining. 


Any number of strikes— ami they 


are beginning to appear-may well 
set off a very vocal and powerful 
demand for control of unions 


Producers point cut that nothing will 


touch off a rising of production costs 
quicker than labor costs getting out 
of hand. 


Therefore there is a growing and 


tightening demand for some action to 
put a ceiling over labor costs. 


So here again is another contradit- 


ion-an eagerness for curbing labor 
without curbing employers. The whole 
subject is full of dangers.
